scale experiment

WASHINGTON CL PI) - Medical auth­ 
orities pro and con have agreed they 
will not know for at least five years 
whether birth control pills cause can­ 
cer. 
"Nine million women is a very large 
scale experiment,” said Dr. Hugh J. 
Davis of Johns Hopkins University. He 
said 
sequential 
oral 
contraceptives 
should be banned and most women should 
drop "the pill” altocether in favor of 
"the loop” or some other birth control 
method, at least until long range ef­ 
fects of the pill are determined. 


"The next five years should provide 
sufficient patients from which conclusive 
data may 
be derived,” said Dr. Rob­ 
ert 
W. 
Kistner of 
Harvard Medical 
School. Meanwhile, there is no statis­ 
tically valid basis for linking the pill 
to the various forms of cancer that 
occur in the female.” 
Their testimony before Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson’s select small business monopoly 
split in medical opinion on oral contra­ 
ceptives, which were approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration ^DA) 


10 years ago. Twenty million women use 
"the pill," 
authorities testified, in­ 
cluding nine million in the UnitedStates. 
The subcommittee hearings resume 
next Wednesday. Nelson also is investiga­ 
ting allegations women are not even 
told the pill might be dangerous. 
Dr. Roy Hertz, a former National 
Cancer Institute official now at Rocke­ 
feller University in New York City, a 
specialist in cancer of female organs, 
testified Thursday he and others tried 
in vain to slow down FDA approval of 
birth caitrol pills a decade ago so 
they could first be tested. 
The FDA said in September in a mas­ 
sive report that more research is need­ 
ed, but 
the benefits outweigh 
the 
hazards. The advisory committee on ob­ 
stetrics and gynecology said in its re­ 
port to the FDA: 
"It is known that all human carcino­ 
gens require a latent period of approx­ 
imately one decade before exerting their 
results. Hence any valid conclusion must 
await accurate data on a much larger 
group of women studied for at least 
10 years." Carcinogens are agents that 
cause cancer. 


LOS .ANGELES (UPI) - An estimated 
1.25 million 
military and civilian jobs 
will be eliminated because of Defense 
Department cutbacks in the forthcoming 
fiscal 
1971 budget. Secretary 
Melvin 
R. Laird said Thursday. 


Laird did not spell out the exact num­ 
ber of job cuts of military, civilian and 
contract 
employes of his department 
but did say the exact number would be 
contained in President Nixon’s 
State 
of the Union address Jan. 22. 


The Secretary forecast 
that in the 
government’s fi^ t against inflation, $10 
billion would be trimmed from the $83 
billion figure projected for the defense 
budget for fiscal 1971, 


"We must have a credible budget," 
he told a news conference prior to a 
speech before 
the state Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Laird said the "bulk" of the Penta­ 
gon’s reductions would be military per­ 
sonnel, 
bringing forces well 
below 
3 million men. The new figures are re­ 
ported to call for a 540,000-man troop 
cutback, a 130,000-man reduction in gov­ 
ernment 
civilian jobs and a decrease 
of 
580,000 in private defense employ­ 
ment. 


Laird said he would be "less than 
frank" if he thought the cutbacks would 
not affect the "national security posture 
of this country." However, he said infla­ 
tion also affects the security of the na­ 
tion and must be controlled. 


Pressure kept on 
peace talk

tended by chief negotiators and only three 
aictes instead of the 13 that now accom­ 
pany each delegation chief.

Laos war told by sources uc tuition pian 


SAIGON (UPD —Communist gunners 
equipped with a new arsenal 
of mis­ 
siles and antiaircraft guns are shooting 
down an average of five U.S. warplanes 
a week in the "secret" war over Laos, 
Allied sources said today. 
The 
sources said between 290 and 
300 planes had been lost since Nov. 1, 
1968, when 
bombing of 
the 
North 
ended and raids were stepped up against 
the Ho Chi Minli Trail, the jungled net­ 
work of higti speed roads running through 
Laos. 
They said as many as 150 American 
aviators are prisoners of the Pathet 
Lao, 
the 
local Communist insurgent 
group in Laos. The Pathet Lao has re­ 
ported holding more than 100 Americans 
whom It called ‘‘war criminals.” 
TTie Allied sources 
said the Com­ 
munists have brought in new weapons 
ranging from 37 millimeter to 100 mm 
plus surface-to-air (SAM) missiles but 
that the weekly average of planes downed 
over Laos has not varied substantially 
in recent months. 
llie sources said two missions are 
currently underway in Laos. 
One, Op­ 
eration Steel Tiger, is carried out by 
carrier - based Navy jets and Air Force 
bombers stationed in Thailand and is 
aimed at interdicting traffic on the Ho 
Chi Minh Trail. The other is Gyration 
Barrel Roll, in which Thailand-based 
Air Force pilots offer direct combat 
support for the Royal Lao military 
forces. 
In the heaviest action reported in the 
Vietnam War, Communist troops broke 
into a refugee camp today 
near the 
scene of the 
alleged My Lai massacre 
and killed 
14 Vietnamese civilian and 
destroyed 20 homes. 
Allied artillery and helicopter 
gun- 
ships along with U.S. Marines and South 
Vietnamese 
militiamen drove off the 
attackers and killed four of them. One 
American was killed and another wound­ 


ed. 
The South Vietnamese 
military 
forces lost three killed. 
The attack by a 30-member 
Com­ 
munist attack force killed 14 civilians 
and wounded 19 others. 
MIT to wait out 
demonstrators 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (UPI) - About 40 
demonstrators ignored another trespass­ 
ing warning today and continued to oc­ 
cupy the offices of President Howard W. 
Johnson of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. School officials planned to 
wait them out. 


Dan Nlehart, dean of student affairs, 
spoke to the demonstrators through a 
bullhorn and told them they would be con­ 
sidered trespassers if they stayed in the 
offices any longer. He read a prepared 
statement and when one dissident snatch­ 
ed a copy from his hand, Nlehart pro­ 
duced another and resumed reading. 
The protesters, who seized the offices 
Thursday, slammed an office door at one 
point and Nlehart calmly walked into 
the corridor outside the occupied offic­ 
es of Johnson and other officials, pac­ 
ing back and forth as he read the state­ 
ment again, warning of possible penal­ 
ties if they remained in the offices. 


LOS ANGELES UPI - University of 
California president Charles J. Hitch 
presented Ids tuition plan to the Board 
of Regents Thursday saying the situation 
"leaves us with no other real choice 
than raising student fees unless we turn 
our back on future students." 
Hitch’s plan, which would double cur­ 
rent tuition charges in the next two years, 
was presented to the Educational Pol­ 
icy and Finance Committees, which will 
report on the recommendation today. 
The plan for a tuition Increase to 
$480 in 1970-71 and to $660 in 1971- 
72. 
It would also raise charges for 
nonresidents of California to $1,860 
in 1971-72, close to the nation’s high. 
Hitch recommended the new revenue- 
$18.6 million next year and $38 mil­ 
lion in the following academic year- 
be divided equally between student fi­ 
nancial aid and services and capital 
outlay. 
The committee will also report today 
on a 156-page report on campus news­ 
papers which described the University 
of Caliiornla student press as neither 
better nor worse than other papers 
across the nation. 
The report, commissioned by the re­ 
gents last spring, has been criticized 
by some regents who have called UC 
student publications subjective and often 
obscene.

White House 
says inflation 


curbs working'

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
White 
House said today evidence is mounting 
that the Nixon administration’s efforts 
to curb inflation "are beginning to work. ’’ 
Pres 
Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler 
gave the assessment as declines were 
reported by the Commerce Department in 
two regular indicators used to help 
gauge the pace of the 
economy, out­ 
put of all goods and servii'es and ¡per­ 
sonal income — indicating an economic 
slowdown. 
Personal income last month sliowed 
the smallest inrrease of any month in 
1969, the Commerce Department said. 
Ziegler cited two other sets of statis­ 
tics as evidence that the administration 
policies "to cool the inflationary trend 
. . . are beginning to work.” 
Ziegler told re[K>rters the wholesale 
price index and the consumer price in­ 
dex — two key indicators — both showed 
much smaller gains the last half of 
1969 than in the first half. He said the 
wholesale index rose 3.2 per cent in the 
five montlis during November after a 6.3 
per cent Increase inthe first six montlis. 
He said the consumer index rise was 5.4 
per cent in the same five - month ¡per­ 
iod after a 6.4 per cent advance in the 
first half. 
Figures issued Thursday on theGross 
National Product (GNP) — the aggregate 
of all goods and services produced in 
the nation — showed no actual growth 
In the fourth quarter of 1969.

new chairman of the Senate 
Transportation Committee ad­ 
vocates developing mass transit 
systems to clear up the pall of 
air 
pollution 
hanging 
over 
California's urban areas. 
The suggestion by Sen. James 
R. Mills, D-San Diego, repre­ 
sents a reversal in the thinking 
of the committee for the past 
quarter century. 
Mills’ 
predecessors, 
Sens. 
Randolph Collier, D-Yreka, and 
Alan Short, D-Stockton, were 
both 
strong 
advocates 
of 
highway construction to move 
Californians around the state 
and in the cities. 
But Mills sees California as 
unable to support “ the rate of 
acceleration” in the number of 
automobiles clogging the roads 
and polluting the air. 
“ The air pollution problem 
becomes difficult to solve if we 
don’t 
contain 
the 
rate 
of 
increase,” Mills said during an 
interview Thursday after he 
was appointed committee chair­ 
man. 
“ The only way to do that is 
alternative means of transpor­ 
tation —rapid transit in the 
cities and new and improved 
means between cities, especial­ 
ly on the ground.” 
He noted the Nixon adminis­ 
tration has proposed a $3.1 
billion program to give states 
two federal dollars for one of 
their own for mass transit. 
He said the legislature must 
provide the funds this year so 
California can participate in the 
program if it is approved by 
Congress. 
Mills added that if California 
fails to prepare for the federal 
assistance “ we could see all or 
most of the money taken by 
eastern cities.” 
Although he supports alterna­ 
tive means of transportation, 
Mills stressed that he does not 
want to halt highway or street 
construction. 
“ The freeway was designed 
to do a job —to move people 
from one city to another and 
through cities,” he said. “ It 
does this.” 
Rut he said other nations, 
citing Qermany as an examplek 
have found “ you cannot carry 
m asses of urban population at 
rush hours by use of automo­ 
biles alone.”

cheating the government out of 
$59 million. 
“ It’s a fraud,” charged union 
spokesman Coleman Blease. “ It 
is a farce.” 
Blease, whose union claimed 
earlier that the investigation 
would allege a fraud level of as 
high as 40 per cent in the Aid 
to 
Families 
with Dependent 
Children category, repeated the 
contention that the investigation 
was politically motivated by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
“ He has always been hostile 
to 
people in need,” Blease 
asserted. 
He said the administration- 
appointed fraud review panel of 
lawyers, district attorneys and 
a 
national 
accounting 
firm 
failed to substantiate in its two- 
volume report how it deter­ 
mined the fraud level in AFDC, 
the state’s largest categorical 
aid program. 
There are 
about 1,075,000 
California recipients of AFDC 
in 270,000 families. They are 
given $590 million a year. 
The 
investigators asserted 
that based on a random sample 
made up of 1,213 cases last 
June, the projected fraud level 
throughout the program totaled 
15.7 per cent of recipients and 
$59.1 million in deliberately 
chiseled funds.

investigators said that the most 
common example of fraud, at 
8.7 per cent, involved unreport- 
ed income. In second place was 
the undisclosed presence in an 
AFDC home of an employed 
man, at 4.21 per cent.

“ Under our proposal a citizen

agency,” said Reagan. 
The consumer reorganization 
calls for substitution of a public 
member for a present licensee 
member on 12 boards such as 
accountancy, architectural exa­ 
miners, funeral directors and 
embalmers, cosmetology and 
contractors.

Highway users fax 
distribution told 


State Controller Houston I. 
Flournoy today announced the 
distribution 
of 
$58,764,475 
among the State, cities and 
counties 
as the December ap­ 
portionment of highway users 
taxes. 
Santa Barbara County’s share 
was $216,289.13, and Lompoc’s 
share was $17,773.43. 
A total of $14,802,016 went 
directly to the counties; $11. 
082,604 to cities; and $32,879, 
855 for expenditures on State 
highways. 
The 
total was derived from 
the following sources: 
gaso­ 
line tax, $53,556,278; diesel fuel 
tax, 
$2,997,959; 
by transfer 
from the Motor Vehicle Trans­ 
portation Tax Fund, $2,207,476. 
The apportionment was $6, 
186,830 less than that for the 
month of November. 
Total 
gasoline tax income for the 
month 
decreased $5,566,563; 
diesel fuel tax decreased $782, 
201, transfers from the Motor 
Vehicle 
Transportation 
Tax 
Fund increased $149,335, and 
miscellaneous income 
in­ 
creased $12,599.

Co. department heads 
warned on budget plans 


County government salaries, 
which • have 
reached 
$23.9 
million annually via two salary 
adjustments 
In the 
last six 
months, are a No. 1 priority, 
but keeping pace with other pub­ 
lic agencies and private indus­ 
try is “ diffuclt and expensive,” 
County Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson told coun­ 
ty department heads Thursday 
in issuing annual budget instruc­ 
tions. 
Johnson sai^l the budget in­ 
structions prepared by his of- 
five and that of Auditor - Con­ 
troller A. T. Eaves Jr. were 
basically the same as in other 
years. 
The stress now is on the 
department heads to avoid add­ 
ing to the $23.9 million going 
out annually for salaries and 
benefits. 


Johnson advises department 
heads to not request salary 
range 
changes 
in the com­ 
ing budget year for any exist­ 
ing or requested posit ions. Such 
changes will be made by means 
of salary adjustment, with the 
adjustment to be made accord­ 
ing to board policy set earlier 
this year. 
Department heads, who are 
asked to send in salary re­ 
quests by Jan. 30 to the audi­ 
tor - controller, are also cau­ 
tioned against planning to ex­ 
pand any service beyond pres­ 
ent levels. In fact, some reduc­ 
tions may be recommended, he 
warned. 
Any new services should be 
at least self - supporting with 
revenues to cover the cost, the 
department officials learned. 
Johnson emphasized the 1970- 
71 
fiscal 
year 
starting 
July 1 is bound to be a diffi­ 
cult one, with the county faced 
with higher operating costs due 
to inflation and requests for 


higher 
service 
levels while 
keeping the present $2.32 coun­ 
ty tax rate in line. 
He reminded them the state 
is still searching for property 
tax relief. Until a more equita­ 
ble tax structure is found, he 
said, the county “ should not 
plan to expand services.” 
Department heads are asked 
to submit services and supplies 
requests to the auditor - con­ 
troller by Feb. 15. 
All this is in preparation 
for budget talks for the new 
fiscal year. The proposed new 
budget will be made up by June 
8 and public hearings on the new 
budget are scheduled for July 
9-16.

I have also known youngsters who have 
been brought up as a “ younger sis­ 
te r ” to their own mother, only to suffer 
far m ore than the usual serious identity 
problem s during adolescence. 


My suggestion is that the girl and her 
parents seek professional counseling at 
once in order to work out, as soon as 
possible, an arrangem ent which is both 
honest and psychologically sound for all 
concerned.

DEAR J.T .C .: Thank you for your fine 
letter, But not everyone WILL seek 
“ professional” counseling. I still think a 
good beginning is the m inister, doctor, 
o r lawyer (there are legal aspects to con­ 
sider here), and if professional coun­ 
seling beyond that Is indicated, you can 
depend on the m inister, doctor or lawyer 
to recommend it. 


DEAR ABBY: Tell that service m an’s

D E A R P O L L Y —Like Mrs. D. S., I was undecided as to 
whether or not scatter rugs used on top of mv carpet, 
where it receives a lot of wear, would make holes in the 
carpet. The store where I bought the carpet told me that 
washable throw rugs would not hurt it but that one should 
never use such a small rug if it has a rough back.— 
S H IR L E Y 
DEAR GIRLS—When carpet if laid, many do have the 
leftover pieces made into small rugs for this purpose, as 
they are less noticeable than small, washable scatter rugs 
which, of course, are soft and would not harm the carpet 
underneath. There Is a word of caution concerning the use 
of rugs made from carpet (particularly the less-expensive 
grades) that has a rubber or rough backing, which might 
also discolor the carpet beneath It.—POLLY

Crackdown against Yale 
draws ire of Ivy League

Shades of Dink Stover. Yale has 
been placed on two years of 
athletic probation for deliber­ 
ately violating a sports eligibili­ 
ty rule. 
The disciplinary action by the 
National 
Collegiate 
Athletic 
Association (NCAA) drew the 
wrath of one congressman and 
the comment that the action 
was “ non-sportsmanlike” from 
a student on the New Haven 
campus. 
The NCAA's governing couiv 
cil ordered the drastic punish­ 
ment 
of 
all 
Yale 
teams 
Thursday 
because 
the 
Elis 
defiantly used junior basketball 
player Jack Langer after he 
had been ruled ineligible for 
participating in the nonsano 
tioned 
Maccabiah 
Games in 
Israel last summer. 
The crackdown against Yale 


may trigger a major showdown 
dispute between the NCAA and 
the 
venerable 
Ivy 
League. 
Representatives of the eight Ivy 
colleges had left Washington 
before 
the public probation 
announcement, which came as 
a late postscript to the annual 
NCAA convention. 
In 
addition, 
Rep. 
Robert 
Michel, 
R-IU,, 
said 
in 
an 
interview in Peoria that he 
would press for an investigation 
of the NCAA 
because of the 
Yale incident. 
Michel, whose son, Scott, is a 
teammate of Langer’s, said: 
“ It is high time that Congress 
take 
a 
look-see 
into 
the 
organizational setup and poli­ 
cies of the NCAA.” 


On his return, Langer was 
ruled ineligible to play this 
season by the ruling council of 
the Eastern Collegiate Athletic 
Association, backed up by the 


NCAA. Yale openly decided to 
allow Langer to play and drew 
the 
NCAA 
crackdown. 
The 
school was expected to allow 
him to play for the rest of this 
season and next despite the 
disciplinary move. 


The two-year suspension, first 
ever ordered against an Ivy 
League team for an eligibility 
infraction, 
means 
that Yale 
athletic teams cannot partici­ 
pate in NCAA championships or 
post-game events until Jan. 15, 
1972. This knocks the Elis out 
of national title competition in 
swimming in which they have 
always been strong contenders.

SHAVING STROKES

Probably no other club is 
so abused by the weekend 
golfer than the wedge—pitch­ 
ing or sand, n a m e y o u r 
we a pon. The wedge, they 
have learned, is a trouble 
club and that’s the only time 
they use it. 


Anyway, what’s the fun in 
p r a c t i c i n g 75-yard bloop 
shots? Who wants to get a 
bad back picking up practice 
balls when he could be hap­ 
pily booming drives off the 
practice tee? 


This attitude, naturally, is 
the wrong attitude. The good 
golfer has to use his wedges 
only occasionally during 18 
holes. The weekend player, 
more likely than not. will 
use at least one on every 
hole. 


The wedge is to the casual 
player what water wings are 


to the non-swimmer. Time 
after time he needs it to save 
pars or even bogeys. Still, 
few care to practice with the 
club. 


Control is the name of the 
game with the wedge, but I 
see too many men using far 
too much body motion and 
over-pivoting on their short 
shots. A good tip is to keep 
your knees close t o g e t h e r 
and think of the shot as an 
exaggerated putting stroke 
but with the weight favoring 
the left side. Stay down on 
the shot and follow through.

Then Garrett’s face burst into 
radiance. 
“ Tom Seaver!” Tooooooooooommmm Seeeeeeaaaavv- 
veeeer!!! Whattya you doin’ here? Baaaaa—beeeeeeee! ! !’’ 
And Garrett lunged forward in his dirt-caked uniform and 
gave Seaver the sweatiest, dirtiest, lovingest bear hug that 
that now manicured ex-mountain lion had ever had. Then 
the three of them hopped up and down together. 
Seaver and Garrett howled like coyotes. 
“ Helluva game, Mike.” 
“ What about you? You own this town. Tommy. But you 
never could throw a change of pace.’’

Disaster unemployed 
eligible for assistance 


Individuals who became un­ 
employed due to two “ major 
disasters’* in early January 
and August, 1969, may be eli­ 
gible for Disaster Unemploy­ 
ment Assistance, according to 
Clyde Harmon, manager of the 
unemployment insurance office 
of the California Department 
of Human Resources Develop­ 
ment. 
Availability of the federal 
funds was made known Decem­ 
ber 24 in an announcement by 
Governor Ronald Reagan, and 
results from the Disaster Re­ 
lief Act of 1969 which pro­ 
vides lor payment of unemploy­ 
ment assistance ’ to any indi­ 
vidual unemployed as a result 
of a major disaster.” 
The payments are restricted 
to unemployment resulting from 
two 
declared 
“ major dis­ 
asters” : 
The heavy January 
1969 rains which affected 37 
counties: Amador, Contracos­ 
ta, El Dorado, Fresno, Hum­ 
boldt, Inyo, Kern, Kings, Los 
Angeles, Madera, Marin, Mari­ 
posa, Mendocino, Merced, Mo­ 
doc, Mono, Monterey, Orange, 
Placer, Riverside, Sacramento, 
San Benito, San Bernardino, 
San Joaquin, San Luis Obis­ 
po, Santa Barbara, Shasta, Si­ 
erra, Solano, Sonoma, Stanis­ 
laus, Tuolumne, Tulare, Ven­ 
tura, Plumas, Tehama, and Yu- 
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ba; and the August 1969 flood­ 
ing in Kings County. 
Statewide, $28 million is ex­ 
pected to be paid out to 90,000 
persons who will receive a min­ 
imum of $51 weekly for an 
estimated average of six weeks. 
The funds will be paid out over 
a period of two to three months, 
Mr. Harmon said.

One of the problems in trying 
to interpret the results from 
the study of Apollo l l ’s rock 
samples is that some people 
are assuming what others are 
trying to prove. 
That’s the conclusion of Dr. 
Paul W. Gast, a leading lunar 
scientist from Columbia Uni­ 
versity’s Lamont 
Geological 
Observatory at Palisades, N.Y. 
“ Some of the questions that 
are being asked of the moon 
are not being defined rather 
explpity,’’ Gast 
said 
after 
listening to reports at last 
week’s lunar science confer­ 
ence in Houston. 
“ I think if one person makes 
one 
assumption and another 
tries to answer it, we’re going 
to get in a certain amount of 
confusion.” 
The origin of the liquid from 
which Apollo l l ’s lunar samples 
crysUlized, Gast said, “ is one 
example where certain investi­ 
gators have almost assumed 
the answer to the question and 
gone on from there.” 
Most of the scientists report­ 
ing at the meeting concluded 
that the rocks picked up by 
Neil A. Armstrong and Edwin 
E. AHrin on the moon’s Sea of 
Tranquility came from a liquid 
that was a residue of a molten 
material that began with a 
different composition. 
Gast said the question now 
is where did this differentiation 
take place and where was the 
matei lal first melted. 
Many geologists, relating to 
the formation of lavas on earth, 
think that the liquid formed at 
great depth in the interior of 
the moon. This would indicate 
that much of the moon was 
one - hot. 
Howevi r, other scientists— 
including Nobel Prize winning 
chemict Harold C. Urey of the 
University of California- think 
to the moon’s surface and that 
the lunar interior remained cold 
and rigid. 
“ I think this question needs 
to be asked explicitly,” Gast 
said. “ Different people have 
different opinions on it and it 
needs to be answered before 
we can go much further.” 
Gast also cautioned fellow 
scientists to be careful in their 
intei pretation of the meaning of 
the ancient dates reported for 
AncP’o l l ’s samples. 
“ There’s no question about 
their validity,” he said. “ It’s a 
question of interpretation.” 
The 
crystalline rocks re­ 
turned from Tranquility Base 
froze 3.7 billion years ago. But

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Tribute to Mars 


In the past 100 years, the United States has spent 1 trillion 
slightly more than 325 billion dollars on defense. The “slightly” 
is $320 million. 
In a figure, that’s $1,325,320,000,000. 
The total excludes payments made to veterans, interest on 
the national debt arising from wartime deficits, military aid to 
foreign nations or the cost of nuclear weapons. (The latter 
comes under the budget of the Atomic Energy Commission.) 
There is no adjective that can describe this vast sum. It 
is simply mind - numbing. It can, however, be broken down into 
somewhat 
more comprehensible — if no less staggering — 
figures. 
In fiscal 1969, for example, defense spending amounted to 
$76.5 billion, second only to the record $80.5 billion spent in 
the wartime year of 1945. By contrast, in 1870, a mere $79 
million went for defense. 
Lest it be said that the factor of inflation is being neglected, 
almost that much was “discarded” in rounding off 1969’s fig­ 
ure. The full amount for 1969 wis $76.56 billion. 
Fully three - quarters of this $1.325 trillio n —nearly 
$960 billion — has been spent in the past 21 years alone. 
An even more provocative way of looking at our multiply­ 
ing monetary homage to Mars has been made by Clarence 
Streit, editor of “ Freedom £ Union” magazine: 
—From 1396 through 1916 — the first 21 years in the lives 
of today’s grandparents — the 
nation spent $5.31 billion on 
defense. 
—From 1921 through 1941 — the youth of today’s parents — 
we spent $23.65 billion on defense. 
—But from 1949 through 1969 — the entire lifetime of today’s 
21-year-olds — defense spending soared (zoomed, rocketed?) 
to $939.86 billion. 
Put still another way, in the past 21 years the United States 
has spent on arm s 37 times more than it did when dad was 
reaching manhood and 181 times more than when granddad 
was growing up. 
It was not until he compiled these tables that he really 


In the meantime by Ray M cC u e n 


appreciated “the appalling difference” between life in his youth 
and that of today’s young people, says Streit. The difference 
is more than statistics. 
The draft, for instance, was unknown during his boyhood 
and student years. Until shortly before World War II com- 
Dulsory military service in peacetime was unknown in America. 
Before World War II, the United States had rotor led to the 
draft only twice. First intheCivil War for about two years, and 
in World War I for about two years — a total of less than four 
in 166 years. 
“That may suffice to show how alien to America was the 
draft, until the rising generation was born,” says Streit. 
“It is only too obvious,” he concludes, “that we grandpar­ 
ents and parents have notbuildedbetter than we knew (in Emer 
son’s phrase) out much worse.” 
Rep. Paul Findley, R-Ill., is another who is impressed — 
or distressed — by the disparity in this country’s spending 
on armed power “to the neglect of idea power, moral power.” 
“We are justly concerned,” says Findley, “by the unrest 
among -our youth, the tumult on campus and in high school, 
the rising rebellion of students against ROTC and all the forms 
of strength through arms, their growing tendency to echo the 
Communist charge that our country is ‘im perialistic’ . . . 
“ Yet to understand them, their parents and grandparents 
must remember that no previous generation has ever seen, 
through their entire lifetime, the overwhelming U.S. accent 
on armed power that has been the lifelong experience of all 
Americans under 21.” 
Both Streit and Findley believe that an Atlantic federation 
between the United States and Western Europe could have saved 
half the $960 billion spent on defense since 1949. It could save 
half of future defense spending. 
Whether this is true or not is another argument. So is the 
question whether the Cold War the Korean war and the Vietnam 
war could have been avoided. 
But there can be no argument that $960 billion in 21 years is 
— well, you supply the adjectives. 


School lunches

Thousands of California school chil­ 
dren are suffering from maliutrition, 
we are told. 
The state legisla­ 
ture can combat this 
by taking a few more 
million dollars from 
taxpayers 
to 
buy 
these children lunch 
during school hours, 
we are told. 
How perfectly ri­ 
diculous! 
Will one meal i 
day, eaten at lunch time, only five 
days a week, during only nine months of 
the year, end malnutrition among school 
children? 
California’s school children are not 
undernourished because they don’t get 
lunch at school. If they are undernour­ 
ished it is because they are not fed 
properly at home. 
If state legislators want to fight mal­ 
nutrition among the state’s children 
they should go into the homes, not the 
schools. T his is keeping the problem 
where it rightfully belongs — in the wel­ 
fare department. 
Any other program 
such as school 
lunches, would be a duplication. We would 
supposedly have a welfare program giv­ 
ing assistance to needy children, and a 
school lunch program doing the same 


thing because, apparently, the welfare 
program is insufficient. 
If the welfare program is not handl­ 
ing the situation then let us update the 
welfare program (and boy, does it need 
to be updated). 
If the undernourished children are 
coming from homes that are self suf­ 
ficient, then let us slap the parents on 
the hands and get those children fed 
properly. 
But for heaven’s sake lets not funnel 
any more money into the school pro­ 
gram. What is there does not appear to 
be handled properly now. 
The Lompoc Unified School District 
has one small example. 
Shortly after the school board raised 
the salaries of school administrators, 
including principals, by as much as 
$1,800 a year, one school stopped furn­ 
ishing pencils, paper, glue and other us­ 
ual supplies for students because the 
budget for those items was depleted. 


Going on to higher education. It oc­ 
curs to me that 
perhaps the scope of 
public education extends much to far. 
Public education through high school 
is a necessity. 
After that, why can’t private indus­ 
try handle the education on the college 
and university level? 
Who, after all, receives the benefit? 
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Look at this! Nixon wants me to be the new heod of 
Selective Service. Whot did I ever do to H IM ? 


For example, let newspapers and pub­ 
lishing companies construct and oper­ 
ate their own colleges for journalists. 
Let other specific businesses and in­ 
dustries do the same. 
Private industry would conduct the 
various educational programs under the 
highest standards and in as reasonable 
a manner as possible to benefit the 
students because it would be to the 
best good and benefit of the industry. 
It would be of considerable savings 
to the taxpayer and industry could get 
certain tax reductions for its special 
educational costs. 
Industrial owned colleges and univer­ 
sities would no doubt be operated at a 
lower cost because superfluous courses 
and instructors would be done away 
with. 
Such colleges and universities would 
not put up with the rebellious students 
the public institutions now claim they 
cannot constitutionally bannish. 
So called “ career student’s ” would be 
eliminated. Private industry would not 
support the constant changing of minds, 
courses and schools that taxpayers are 
now forced to put up with. 
It would mean young people making de­ 
cisions, taking action and getting on with 
the business of helping to run this nation 
in a proper and efficient manner.

WASHINGTON 
— Abraham Lincoln 
wrote the Gettysburg address on pieces 
of scratch paper while on the way to the 
dedication of the cemetery for the fallen 
dead. It is a far 
cry from that simple 
time to the communications apparatus 
in the White House that projects and 
weighs and measures every presidential 
word and monitors every presidential 
appearance. 
In his 
retreat in 
the 
executive 
office 
building across from 
the White House Pres­ 
ident Nixon is writing 
on a legal-size yellow

pad his own thoughts

for what will be the

most important speech 
of his presidency thus

far. This is the State 
of the Union message 
to be delivered to Con­ 
gress on Jan. 22. 
The EOB office was designed as a re­ 
production of the President’s 
study in 
his Fifth Avenue apartment in New York 
where the campaign of 1968 
was plot­ 
ted. He uses the same tip-back chair 
with the foot rest that gives him max­ 
imum relaxation as he works. 
When the President has walked across 
the narrow street to the EOB and shuts 
himself in his offic*» his privacy is in­ 
violate, with only his personal secre­ 
tary of long years of faithful service, 
Rosemary Woods, privileged to intrude. 
The speech as presently 
projected 
will be a sharp break with traditional 
State of the Union messages. It will an­ 
ticipate not just 1971 
or ’72 but 1976. 
In three areas — the environment, in­ 
flation and crime — the message will 
concentrate on what must be done to 
prepare the nation for the beginning of 
a third century. 
That Richard Nixon anticipates mark­ 
ing that historic moment as President 
and that he expects to travel on July 
4, 1976, 
to Boston and Philadelphia to 
inaugurate the 200th year expositions 
in the rival “ Cradles of Liberty” goes 
almost without saying. Any objective 
message delivered today on the “ State 
of the Political Parties” would confirm 
that rosy vision. It is a measure of 
shrewd public 
relations skill that the 
anticipation of a brave, new century 
should be linked in an almost-taken-for- 
granted fashion with the manat the center 
of power. 
So impressive is the communications 
apparatus 
and so important is its in­ 
fluence that the Nixon presidency is in 
many ways a new kind of presidency. 
Mr. Nixon is the first President to un­ 
derstand the uses and abuses of tele­ 
vision in the television era. 
Joe Mc- 
Ginniss’ book, “ The Selling of the Pres­ 
ident 1968,” may in its selectivity be a 
distortion of the Nixon TV campaign. 
But, as a picture of the techniques used 
to enlarge, and enhance, 
and perhaps 
even camouflage a candidate, it is an 
extraordinary 
revelation 
of politics 
in the age of the giant eye and the tube 
that holds its millions in bemused sub­ 
jection. 
Ten of the White House assistants are 
out of advertising or the news media 
at a variety of levels. 
Three of the 
most trusted lieutenants are from the 
J. Walter Thompson Advertising Agen­ 
cy. 
Raymond J. Price 
Jr., one of the 
President’s 
principal speech compos­ 
ers, was an editorial writer on the New 
York Herald Tribune. James Keogh was 
high in the hierarchy of Time, Inc. 
Although he is not on the White House 
roster, his assignment being the United 
States 
Information 
Agency, 
Frank 
Shakespeare, 
a former 
CBS execu­ 
tive, is a master of the TV political 
technique as “ The Selling of the Pres­ 
ident” amply documents. His word car­ 
ries weght in the White House aside 
from his direction of tne selling of 
America overseas. 
The point is that these men in the 
communications 
apparatus 
have de­ 
veloped out of their own background 
and experience a highly 
sensitive un­ 
derstanding of public attitudes and re­ 
actions and what can be expected to come 
from any given move. The President's 
rare scheduled televised news confer­ 
ences are productions as carefully plan­ 
ned as a Bob Hope special. Mr. Nixon 
in his occasional 
impromptu meetings 
with the White House press has not had 
the tv cameras present and, as one of 
his aids puts it, he never will. 


In this picture Vice-President Spiro 
Agnew has an important part, attest­ 
ing to Mr. Nixon’s political 
shrewd­ 
ness in selecting him for No. 2. By his 
attacks on the medial Agnew threw the 
fear of God into the television hier­ 
archy. A comic 
star helping to plan a 
comic hour before the cameras was told 
firmly by the network hierarchy that 
there was to be nothing derogatory about 
the President or vice-president. On his 


Asian swing Agnew has had far more 
coverage than any previous vice-pres­ 
ident could have expected. 
The words that come off that yellow 
pad will not be the final words. The 
whole production will be combed over 
by the communications apparatus. This 
is not Gettysburg and, after all, Lin­ 
coln didn’t have to cope with television.

A woman contested a six months’ 
“ implied consent law” suspension of 
her driver’s license by the Department 
of Motor Vehicles. 
She had refused 
to permit a test of her sobriety after 
the car she was driving erratically 
was stopped by a police officer. 
Her 
defense: 
she had been too drunk to 
understand the consequences of refus­ 
ing the test. 
To her—and to many others—losing 
one’s driving privilege for six months 
was apparently a fate more to be feared 
than a drunk driving conviction. 
Why 
not? 
If a person is found guilty of 
driving while “ under 
a judge has an op­ 
tion of imposing a 
jail term , a fine, or 
simply 
probation. 
DMV officials have 
no choice under the 
law. They MUST sus­ 
pend for six months 
anyone’s 
driving 
privilege 
after get­ 
ting a peace officer’s 
sworn statement that 
the person was ar­ 
rested on suspicion of driving “ under 
the influence” and that the person re­ 
fused to allow an alcohol test of either 
his blood, breath or urine. 
The implied consent law gets its 
name from the assumption that, when 
a motorist drives a car on the high­ 
way, he implies consent to the blood 
alcohol tests. 
The law says the defendant can ask 
for a hearing, but it can only deal with 
the facts at the time of arrest—not with 
extenuating circumstances. 
Whether 
one is too intoxicated to understand in­ 
structions or not intoxicated at all is 
beside the point. 
That anyone should refuse the test 
if he were convinced he wasn’t drunk 
is, of course, unlikely. 
The tests 
have shown in many cases that the 


person was not under the influence 
of alcohol. 
Generally speaking, according to the 
DMV, it’s the person who has had 
too many drinks and knows it who 
refuses a test when it’s offered. 
The 
consequences of his refusal may not 
really sink in until he has sobered up. 
Until the possibility stares them in 
the face, many persons don’t face up 
to the implications of getting along with­ 
out wheels for six months. 
It’s too 
late then. 
To anyone who drives a 
car or a truck for a living, a six- 
month suspension comes close to total 
disaster. 
Since the inception of the law, motor­ 
ists up tight against a DMV license 
suspension have taken the department 
to court 734 times. 
In 153 of these 
cases, the courts overruled the depart­ 
ment. 
In 411 cases the department’s 
action was upheld. 
The balance are 
still pending. 
Between January 1 and December 20, 
1969, the DMV issued suspensions to 
more than 10,000 drivers who had been 
identified by police, highway patrol and 
others as having refused to take in­ 
ebriation tests. 
That’s an average of 200 suspensions 
a week. 
If you’ve been drinking, take a 
cab—or be ready to take the test.
